Rescuers Bring

—Rescuers brought out the last 
of 13 bodies from the blast-shal- 
tcred workings o.r a southeastern 
West Virginia coal mine early to- 
day. 


Four other men who miracu- 


lously escaped death after being 
trapped underground Were hospi* 
lalized in Bichwood. 


Tuesday was the second straight 


day for tragedy to strike the coal 
fields. 


Only the day before, 22 men 


were killed in an explosion at the 
Bishop, Va., mine of the Pocahon- 
as Fuel Co. on the Virginia-West 
Virginia border.
